ABOUT 80 MARRIED women 
were engaged in the public service 
strictly as a wartime emergency, 
but this number has already, in the 
course of several months, been sub- 
stantially lowered. Discharge of 
single women from the armed 
forces by spring is expected further 
to expedite the release of married 
women from the Alberta civil ser- 
vice, 

The commissioner said that, as 
the situation now stands, unmarried 
woman stenographers are still hard 
to get, but most of those still in 
the civil service are on a day-to-day 
basis. Most of them were in the 
service before they married and 
were retained or re-engaged only 
because of the “help” emergency 
created by the war.

After Escape 
Mystery Son 
Of Goering 
Is Hunted 


PRAGUE, Jan. 3. — (AP) — 
Czechoslovak security authorities 
hunted today for a mystery man 
tentatively identified as a son of 
Hermann Goering who escaped 
from an east-bound prisoner-of- 
war transport after it crossed the 
Polish frontier. 

Police placed all posts on the 
alert to search for the fugitive, 
who got away near Cieszyn (Tes- 
chen), 10 miles east of the 
Czechoslovak border. 

OFFICERS WERE TOLD that 
he was believed to be the son of 
Reichsmarshal Goering, now on 
trial at Nuernberg, that he was 
about 30 years old and that he 
greatly resembled Goering. 

(Goering, 52 years old and 
twice married, has two daughters. 
He is not known to have had a 
son.) 

The police alarm for the man 
was the latest of a series of ru- 
mors which have had security of- 
ficers at work, searching first for 
a youngster described as a son of 
Hitler, and then for a son of Mar- 
tin Bormann, Hitler's dead aide. 

SECURITY AUTHORITIES de- 
nied a rumor that they had ar- 
rested a boy of 11 named Fried- 
erich Schultz as a son of Hitler. 
They said they had no special in- 
terest in the boy and that he was 
the son of a Berlin furrier. The 
boy has been living with a Bo- 
hemian farmer since March, 1940. 


The existence of a son of Hitler 
was not even suspected until 
military authorities found the 
picture of a boy of 11 or 12 among 
Hitler's personal documents re- 
cently.

He 
also conferred with the United 
States envoy New Year's Day, 
shortly after the National governe 
ment’s counter proposal for a truce 
was announced,

Canadian Officer 
Knighted by King 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—(CP)—Cmdr, 
Charles Goodeve of the Royal Navy, 
41-year-old Canadian inventor, who 
was instrumenial in perfecting 
counter-measures against magnetie 
mines during the early grim years 
of the war, wes made a Knight 
Bachelor in the King’s New year's 
honors list. 

A native of Neepawa, Man., anda 
son of Canon F. W. Goodeve of 
Winnipeg, Cmdr. Goodeve is cred- 
ited with perfecting a protective 
device against the magnetic mines 
which the Germans began using 
during the first few months of the 
war. He also perfected what was 
known as the “L-sweep” for clear- 
ing safety lines through magnetie 
minefields, 

MAGNETIC MINES took a heavy 
toll of allied shipping before effece 
tive counter-measures were devised. 

He now joins the ranks of a large 
number of Canadians who have 
been knighted since confederation, 
They include Sir Charles G. D, 
Roberts, Sir Ernest MacMillan, Sir 
Frederick Banting, Sir Robert Bor- 
den, Sir William Mulock, Sir 
Thomas White, Sir Arthur Currie, 
Sir John Eaton, Sir Edward Kemp, 
Sir George Perley, and Sir Henry 
Thornton.

530 kilowatt hours, two cents for the 
next 80, and one cent for consump- 
tion over 130 kilowatt hours. 

The rate recommended at the 
previous meeting was four cents for 
the first 50 kilowatt hours, two 
cents for the next 100, and one cent 
for all over 150 kilowatt hours. 

The present rate is five cents for 
the first 30 kilowatt hours; two 
cents for the next 120, and one cent 
for consumption over 150 kilowatt 
hours. 

THE ELECTRIC RANGE rate is 
being established because users of 
ranges may never get any advan- 
tage by the reduction in the mini- 
mum charge below $2.50, and there- 
fore should have some compensat- 
ing advantage, the commissioners 
report. 

The new rate will have the effect 
of giving range users a reduction of 
10 cents a month instead of an in- 
crease of a similar amount as pre- 
viously recommended. 

The commissioners do not recom- 
mend any increase in the “commer- 
cial” rates previously put forward, 
as they are still considerably higher 
than the proposed “domestic” rates, 
and the consumers have all been

His German wife also fell into Brit- 
ish hands and was brought to Eng- 
land to visit him while he was 
awaiting trial. 

JOYCE BASED his ‘unsuccessful 
defence largely on the contention 
that he was an American citizen 
and hence could not be found guilty 
of treason to Britain. An appeal 
on the same grounds was denied 
by the House of Lords, which ruled 
that even an alien could be convict- 
ed of treason if he had enjoyed the 
protection of the King.

Naval Reserve 
Forces Merged 


OTTAWA, Jan. 3.—(CP)—-Merger 
of naval reserve forces, forecast by 
Defence Minister Abbott in October, 
took place Tuesday. 

When Mr. Abbott made his an- 
nouncement on post-war plar; in 
October he said a permanent force 
of 10,000 men would be backed up 
by a reserve of 18,000 and there 
would be no distinction between the 
active men and reserves, 

ALL OFFICERS would wear 
straight rank stripes. Durirz the 
war there was the volunteer reserve 
which formed the largest part of the 
service and whose officers wore 
wavy stripes; the naval reserve 
which furnished key technical men 
from the Merchant Marine and who 
wore curly stripes and the periia- 
nent force who wore straight 
stripes.

Commodore E. R. Brock, CBE, of 
Winnipeg, has retired as command- 
er of the reserves and has been suc- 
ceeded by Capt. H. F. Pullen, CBE, 
of Oakville, 


Announce Change 
Veterans’ Land Act 


Among the New Year changes 
announced by government officials 
in connection with the rehabilita- 
tion of veterans is an amendment 
to the Veterans’ Land Act which 
permits the ex-soldier, who owned 
a farm before the war and who has 
returned to it, to take out a first 
mortgage on this land, providing 
the officials in charge of the act 
deem it necessary, for purchase and 
repair of equipment. This won't 
affect his re-establishment credit. 

Up until the time this an- 
mouncement was made the 

farmer-veteran who received a 

mortagage loan on a farm on 
which he was already established 
was barred from the use of his re- 
establishment credit. 


Mortgages were issued for the 
purpose of bringing farm equip- 
ment up to date at the rate of 
three and a half per cent, but the 
regulations stipulated that in such 
cases credits were “frozen.”

BASED ON SAMPLE surveys 
made in homes scattered across the 
Dominion the report showed the 
country had a civilian labor force 
of 4,531,000 of whom 4,364,000 were 
employed. The survey covered 
persons 14 years and over and re- 
vealed there are in that category 
3,799,000 non-workers, such as stu- 
dents, housewives, unemployables 
and retired workers. 

Because the method used in 
assembling the figures was new, 
they were not directly comparable 
to previous statistics. Estimates 
published by the labor department 
at Oct. 1, 1944, at 4,318,000 — 46,000 
less than the more recent bureau 
statistics — in addition to which 
777,000 were in the forces. 

THE LABOR DEPARTMENT at 
Nov. 9 showed 157,200 unplaced ap- 
plicants registered at employment 
offices —about 10,000 less than is 
indicated by the bureau's figures. 

Experts say at a rough guess the 
sample survey’s figures are prob- 
ably subject to an error of from 
five to seven per cent either way. 

The report showed that, of the 
employed persons, 3,248,000 were 
men and 1,116,000 women; of the 
unemployed 136,000 were men and 
31,000 women and non-workers in- 
cluding 649,000 men and 3,150,000 
women, Agricultural workers were 
estimated at 1,061,000 of whom 
168,000 were women, including farm 
wives who spent more than 20 
hours a week on the operation of 
the farm. 

THE UNEMPLOYED group in- 
cluded 30,000 people who had been 
out of work for less than a month 
and 125,000 unemployed for from 
one to three months, Of the 167,000 
total 110,000 were unemployment 
insurance contributors. 

A breakdown of those employed 
threw néw light on the hours of 
labor in Canada. Those working 
under 14 hours a week numbered 
101,000; 15 to 35 hours, 314,000; 35 to 
44 hours, 1,094,000 45 to 54 hours, 
1,654,000 and 55 hours and over, 
1,110,000, 

Workers were broken down by 
these classes: working for a private 
employer, 2,719,000 for federal, pro- 
vincial or local government, 355,000; 
with their own business, profession 
or farm and without paid em- 
ployees, 842,000; with their own 
business with one or more paid 
employees, 191,000; unpaid family 
workers on farms or in business, 
282,000. 

ON REGIONAL breakdowns the 
statisticians said their figures were 
probably subject to a larger margin 
of error than in the overall picture 
but they made this estimate of em- 
ployment by regions, with figures 
of unemployed in brackets: Mari- 
times, 370,000 (16,000); Quebec, 
1,247,000 (63,000); Ontario, 1,504,- 
000 =«(50,000); prairie provinces, 
902,000 (22,000) and British Colum- 
bia, 341,000 (16,000).

THAT COUNCIL’S recommenda- 
tion must then be supported by a 
two-thirds majority of all members. 

Other British favorites for secre- 
tary-general include Richard Law, 
former minister of education, and 
Sir John Anderson, former chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. 

A French contender tor the posl- 
tion may be Leon Blum, former 
premier and Socialist leader. No 
Soviet or Chinese leaders have been 
advanced as candidates to date. 

The foreign ministers of Belgium, 
Holland, and Norway have also 
been suggested. Of these, Henri 
Spaak of Belgium is a possible can- 
didate for the presidency of the 
General Assembly.

Economists have recently disclosed 
certain facts which tend to correct this 
sombre belief. 

In the first place, there is no unem- 
ployment in Britain at the present time 
nor is there likely to be any while mar- 
kets at home and abroad continue to ex- 
pand as they are doing. Individual pros- 
perity is greater than it was before the 
war; earning power is higher, and while 
prices have risen, so have wages. 

Social services have benefitted the poor 
to the point where: there is hardly a 
neglected or half-fed child in the British 
Isles, Skill and ability have accumulated 
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they will not grow plentiful unless idle 
wheels start turning and all wheels keep 
turning. If President Truman has a plan 
| Which will accomplish this end in the Unit- 
ed States, he will confer a corresponding 
blessing on Canada as well. 


| Wanted— A Town-Site 


A group representing six countries is 
leaving London for the United States. 
Their duty is to look over fifteen places 
which have been suggested as a suitable 
site for the permanent headquarters of 
the United Nations Organization. 

The preparatory commission narrow- 
ed down the choice, first to the United 
States, and then to a dozen north-eastern 
states—New England in other words. 
| Boston and New York are the rival con- 
| tenders for the honor, though it is doubt- 

ful that either expects the new “world 
capital” to be located within the city limits 
for the area required will be extensive, as 
the Organization will need an hig A of 
buildings at least as large as that built 
at Geneva to house the League of Nations 
and its staff. 

It is to be supposed that natural beauty 
will be taken into account in selecting the 
site, and that buildings and surroundings 
will be on a scale and of a kind in keeping 
with the purpose. Cost will ne, a 
minor consideration in providing a “home” 
for an international body charged with 
such heavy responsibilities and endowed 
with such extensive powers. 

It will not therefore be surprising if 
the selection group picks upon some New 
England village which offers the advan- 
tages of a beautiful setting and opportun- 
ity to develop the “capital” in a way em- 
blematic of its importance; leaving the 
cities to share any feeling of disappoint- 
ment thereby arcused. 


Mr. Kim Koo, who styles himself head 
of the “provisional government” of Korea, 
announces that he has called off the de- 
monstrations and strikes by which he and 
his friends undertook to show that they 
were ready to start governing the country 
without any five-year trusteeship under 
American-Russian direction.

The story can now be told of the 
Allied Intelligence Bureau formed 
in Melbourne immediately after 
Pearl Harbor by an Australian offi- 
cer and staffed in the main, by Aus- 
tralians. 

One group of the Bureau which 
was in action in early 1942, although 
relatively newly born, was the 
“SRD” Section (Special Raiding 
Detachment). This outfit, which 
was the infant brother of the high- 
ly successful parent organization in 
Europe, generaily: known as 
“Special Operations,” was designed 
essentially for destructive purposes. 

It was one of these parties that 
penetrated Singapore Harbor long 
before the first Allied bomber 
dropped its first retaliatory load 
over Malaya and, to the great con- 
fusion of the enemy, blew up six 
ships in succession in the dawn of 
a September morning. So secret 
was the venture that only within 
the confines of two or three rooms 
in Allied Intelligence Bureau was 
it known the operation had been 
carried out, or the actual names of 
personnel involved,

unaware of the thrilling and suc- 
cessful escapade. ... What an agent

THE RAID WAS carried out by 
16 Australians, led by a 28-year-old 
Scottish Army officer, who sug- 
gested it after his escape from 
Malaya. An officer of the staff of 
Lieut. Gen. H. Gordon Bennett vol- 
unteered to join. 

The Royal Australian Navy back- 
ed the project, and 15 men of the 
many who volunteered for a “haz- 
ardous enterprise” were selected. 

The 17 men became the crew of 
a small sailing boat of the type used 
by Malays ia the Java Sea. They 
sailed from Fremantle. 

One night as the boat was beating 
along the coast of Java a Japanese 
destroyer ran alongside and a 
searchlight was played on the boat. 
The Japanese saw two or three 
brown-skinned men wearing sar- 
ongs and did not stop. 

After some weeks at sea, the boat 
reached Rhio Archipelago, a cluster 
of small islands south of Singapore. 
Here it was hidden among man- 
groves and camouflaged with 
branches. The crew secured several 
native canoes, Travelling at night, 
they paddled from island to island. 

One night they paddled into Sing- 
apore Harbor, travelling unobserv- 
ec among the fleet of native fishing 
craft. 

Riding at anchor in the harbor 
were several Japanese merchant 
ships. The canoes were allowed to

Canadians must hope that he will suc- 
ceéd, because the reflex influence of activ- 
ity or stagnation south of the border will 
certainly affect the trend of conditions in 
the Dominion. And in both countries—all 
countries for that matter—the wishes for 
a happy and prosperous new year are 
doomed to be disappointed unless the drift 
toward lower production gives way to a 
peverse movement. 

There can be no such thing as general 
prosperity and contentment in any country 

the creation of rea] wealth proceeds 
full-scale and without interruption, In that 
respect we have—in both countries—been 
heading the wrong way, the way that leads 
to lower average incomes, poorer living, 
and all the miseries of an unhappy combin- 
ation of inflation and depression, 

There is no other possible destination 
if that course is kept. There is no way by 
which the effect can be prevented follow- 
ing the cause. It is the cause that must 
cease to operate if the result is to be 
avoided, 

The choice is plain; either we produce 
the things necessary to a high average 
standard of living, or that standard will go

UP TO 1941, Mr. Drew favored a 
re-definition of dominion-provincial 
functions on lines which might be 
said to be favorable to the domin- 
ion.

He strongly 
criticized Mr. Hepburn'’s perform- 
ances in opposing the dominion

In 1942, however, 
Mr. Drew began to stress the im- 
portance of the provinces as against 
the dominion and in 1943 he d 
the ery of “centralization,” 

From January to August, 1944, 
correspondence was carried on be- 
tween the dominion and the pro- 
vinces looking to a conference, Mr. 
Drew in this correspondence was 
the constant aggressor against 
Ottawa and found himself in a min- 
ority of one. Only Mr. Drew, of the 
nine provinces, found it Impossible 
to co-operate with the dominion. 
The correspondence revealed ‘Mr. 
Drew's letter of March 25) that the 
Ontario government desired to set 
up “a dominion-provincial joint 
board to initiate and do-ordinate 
planning in all fields of post-war 
re-establishment and development 
wherever there is a joint interest.” 

In subsequent months, Mr. Drew 
became more alarmed by wnat he 
regarded as the centralist ambitions 
ot Ottawa and the need to buttress 
the province of Ontario.

Men Shot in Back 
Veteran Only Survivor 


Of Shooting by Nazis 


QUESNEL, B.C., Jan. 3.—(CP)—There is one man in 

this Cariboo district who has more than ordinary interest in 
the outcome of the trial of Maj.-Gen. Kurt Meyer ‘at Aurich, 
Germany. He is Trooper L. W. (Bill) Soroke, 26, of Grand- 
view, Man., only survivor of a five-man tank crew operating 
in the Caen, France, area in June, 1944. 
+ SOROKE, VISITING his brother 
in Quesnel for a few days, was dis- 
charged from the Canadian army 
last July, Early in December he 
| was sent to Vancouver for eight 
| days by army authorities, in the 
|} event his testimony might be need- 
ed for the Meyer trial. 

The following is Soroke’s story: 

Other members of the crew were 
Lorne Sutton from Sudbury, Ont.; 
Cy Cylobolski of Timmins, Ont., 
and a soldier named Dumont from 
Leslic, Sask. The fifth unidentified 
member was killed when the tank 
was put out of action by a direct hit. 

AFTER BEING HIT the survivors 
headed across country thinking they 
were going toward their own lines, 
went instead into enemy territory, 
were captured by SS troops and 
disarmed of their only weapons— 
18-inch knives, 

A lone storm trooper marched the 
four men down the road with their 
hands above their head. Bringing 
them to a halt, the trooper shot 
Sutton in the back. When Sutton 
fell his body struck Soroke knock- 
ing him to the ground. 

WHILE THE GERMAN soldier 
was busy shooting Dumont and 
Cylobolski, Soroke leaped from the 
ground and plunged through a near- 
by hedge into a ditch on the other 
side of the road. The trooper fired 
two shots as Soroke as he fled, but 
they were high. Bodies of the three 
tank men were identified three 
weeks later when the area was tak- 
en by the Canadians, All were shot 
in the back. 

Soroke lay in an orchard for four 
days until hunger drove him into 
a farmer's garden. He was cap-! 
tured there by a party of German} 
pioneer troops and spent 11 months 
in various prison camps before 
being liberated when the 9th Am- 
erican Army overran the town of 
Wietson, Germany, near Hanover, 
| April 8, 1945.

Housing Loan 
Body Commences 
Work at Ottawa 


OTTAWA, Jan. 3—(CP) — With 
1946 expected to be a record year 
in house building, the government 
has turned the administration of its 
house legislation over to the $25,- 
000,000 Central Loan and Mortgage 
Corporation, established by act of | 
parliament at the recent session. 

THE CORPORATION, to consist 
of a president, a vice-president and 
eight directors, officially came into 
existence Tuesday and now will 
administer legislation which form- 
erly came under the jurisdiction of 
the minister of finance. 


D. B, Mansur, assistant chairman 
of the now-disbanded war finance 
committee, has been named presi- 
dent of the corporation, but the 
vice-president and five of the direc- 
tors have not yet been appointed. 

THE GOVERNOR of the Bank of 
Canada, the deputy minister of 
finance and the deputy minister of 
reconstruction will serve as direc- 
tors along with five men to be 
chosen from the five main regions 
of Canada—the Maritimes, Quebec, 
Ontario, the Prairies and the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

Possibly the most important piece 
of legislation the corporation will 
administer is the National Housing 
Act of 1944, aimed at promoting the 
construction of new houses and the 
repair and modernization of exist- 
ing homes. 

HOWEVER, by recently passed 
orders-in-council, the corporation 
also was given the task of adminis- 
tering emergency shelter regula- 
tions, formerly under the control of 
the Prices Board. It also will ad- 
minister the home conversion plan, 
under which large homes were 
taken over by the government and 
converted into multiple dwellings. 

Under the National Housing Act, 
the government was authorized to 
make loans totalling up to $100,000,- 
000 to persons who wished to build 
their own homes. The government 
also was authorized to set aside 
$150,000,000 to guarantee loans and 
losses on loans made by lending 
institutions for rental projects. 

AUTHORITY also was given to 
guarantee investments of up to 
$125,000,000 in housing projects by 
life insurance companies. 

The building of homes in Canada 
during the year is expected to hit 
an “unprecedented rate” as more 
materials and manpower become 
available, 

A goal of 50,000 homes was set for 
the first full construction year fol- 
lowing VE-Day, May 8, and it is

Vets’ Furniture 


New regulations which will in- 
terest veterans who have not yet 
made use of their re-establishment 
credits were announced on Thurs- 
day morning by J. W. Proctor, dis- 
trict administrator here for the de- 
partment of veterans affairs, 

IT HAS BEEN necessary in the 
past for a veteran who wished to 
use his credits to purchase furni- 
ture to supply one-third of the 
amount required. After investiga- 
tion by officials his application was 
generally passed, and approval 
given to supply the remainder of the 
money from the soldiers’ credit. In 
effect the department furnished, 
from the credits, two dollars for 
every one put up by the returned 
man, 

The new regulations are more 
generous—only 10 per cent of the 
amount to pay for the furniture | 
need be supplied by the ex-service | 
man, the balance can be taken from 
his re-establishment account, 

THE NEW DEPARTURE means 
that the veteran need supply only | 
ten cents on the dollar in the buy- | 
ing of new furniture. 
| For the home-owning veteran) 
| whose furnifure has fallen into dis- 
| repair the entire cost of repairs may 
now be supplied from credits. Pre- 
viously he had to pay-one-third be- 
fore he was permitted to delve into 
his credits for the rest.

LONDON, Jan. 3.—(CP)—! 


\Sir Charles Goodeve, the 
'Manitoba-born acientist 
whose work as one of the ad- 


miralty’s “backroom boys” 


placed him among the Second 
Great War's ace U-boat 
killers, must relish the frosty |, 
snap now making Londoners 
shiver. His hobby, reminis- 
cent of a prairie boyhood, is 
ice-skating. 


NOT THAT HE HAS HAD much 
time for skating during the last 
six years. 

When the New Year's honors list 
this week gave him a knightiood, 
people in the know here were not 
surprised. For three years he was 
assistant controller of research at 
the Admiralty and the best testi- 
monials for his work on the U-boat 
menace was at the bottom of the 
sea and in the form of German mag- 
netic mines that failed in their job. 

A tall, slender man with greying 
hair, Sir Charles now is director of 
the newly created British Iron and 
Steel Research Association estab- 
lished to save the British steel in- 
dustry. The association will spend 
nearly £500,000 ($2,225,000) annually 
on research to make British steel 
able to compete in world markets. 

WHEN HE TOOK HIS NEW job 
last summer, the 41-year-old native 
of Neepawa, Man., said: “We have 
to succeed, Iron and steel form the 
background of industry in this 
country.” Already he is tackling 
the production problems. 

Sir Charles is the son of Canon 
F. W. Goodeve of Winnipeg, and 
he came from Canada while in his 
20's to study at University College, 
London. He has two sons. 

He received the Order of the 
British Empire for scientific serv- 
ices in January, 1941, and he said 
later that Britain was concentrat- 
ing on offensive, not defensive, 
scientific weapons, 

BEFORE THE WAR, he was a 
reader in physical chemistry at the 
University of London and one sci- 
entist who studied under him said 
Sir Charles had “such a wide inter- 
est in all branches of science that 


|his knowledge was fantastically 


broad.” 

Scores of scientists worked under 
his direction when he was appoint- 
ed assistant controller of research 


in 1942. He was responsible for co- | 


ordinating research and develop- 
ment, with the rank of commander 
in the Royal Naval Volunteer Re- 
serve, 

His admiralty post gave him an 
opportunity to bring into servige 
ideas and inventions of the best | 
scientific brains and to direct them 
against the U-hoats and mines 
which threatened Britain’s life. 
What they did in the backrooms of 
the dingy research building prob- 
ably never will be known in full. 

AN INDICATION of Sir. Charles’ 
leading scientific interest is the

But his studies covered the whole 
field of physical chemistry. 

He obtained his bachelor of sci-

The newspaper described Mr.
